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DECISION ON PETITION 
TO REVIVE ABANDONED 
APPLICATION UNDER 37 
CFR 1. 137(b) 



This decision is issued in response to applicants' "Letter" and attached "Petition Pursuant 
To 37 CFR 1.137(b) For Revival Of Abandoned Application" filed on 10 August 2000. 
Applicants have paid the required petition fee for the Petition For Revival. 

The Letter filed by applicants states that the materials attached to the Letter, including the 
Petition For Revival considered herein, are true copies of materials originally filed on 25 April 
2000. Attached to the Letter is a copy of a return postcard w ich itemizes the Petition For 
Revival and bears a USPTO receipt label dated 25 April 2000.

CFR 1.137(b). See MPEP § 711.03(c). International applicafion PCT/EP98/02069 is being 
revived for purposes of continuity only and since continuity has been established by this decision 
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reviving the international application, the international application is again abandoned in favor of 
the present continuing application number 09/558,284. 

This application is being forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination for 
treatment as a filing under 35 U.S.C, 111(a) with a filing date of 25 April 2000. 
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
